ren, and therefore has resort to flesh 
food. . : 

“If protein can be turned out by 
chemicul-factories;-how—-the-vegetar= 
inns should rejoice, though for 
ordinary mortals we may expect the 
palnte to continue to hald its bene- 
ficent sway.” , 


ILLS LESS STANDARDISED .

INQUEST BEGUN. 
ON CONSTABLE 


FOUND SHOT IN. 
- BARRACKS

found lying dead in his barrack room 
at the Pollce Training School on 
October 6, with two holes in his head’ 
where a revolver bullet had entered 
and come éut, was described at the 
Kowloon Mogistracy yesterday aftor- 
noon, during an inquest.

Lance-Sergeunt Lam = Chiu-kau, 
C281, was the first to give evidence, 
and stated that he was jn charge of 
No. 4 Squad of the Emergency Unit, 
which had its barrack room at the 
bacle of the first floor of the Poller 
Training School. The dead constable. 
had been a member of hls squad. 


About 10 a.m. on October 6, every 
member of his squad, including him- 
self; was In the barrack room, walt- 
ing for the parnde bell to ring. When 
{t rang witness rushed down to the 
parade yxround together with his 
squad. As:they were linlng up, he 
heard a noise like a motor ‘car tyre 
bursting. : 


Notleins that Mak was not pre- 
sent, he reported It to Lance-Scrgeant 
Bulingham, who was inspecting the 
squad, and was told to go and fetch 
him. Running to the foot of the 
stnirs he shouted “f4f 54!" and ther 
recelving no reply, went up to in- 
vestigate, . :

Sergeant Billingham deposed that 
he har also heard the explosion, but 
had thought it to be a fire-cracker 
going, off, Examining Mak, he saw 
that there were two bullet wounds 
in his head. It appeared that the 
bullet had entered on the right side, 
as there was a small, neat round hole, 
with black powder marks around It. 
The hole on the other side was large 
and Jagged, and had bled profusely. 
Witness surmised that Male had shot 
himself, His revolver was under 
him. 


The constable’s father, Mak Yam- 
ting, 6), sald that hfs son had entered 
the police foree In 1934, and seemed 
to be quite contented to be a police- 
“man, He did not know why his son 
had shot himself, though prior to his 
death he had been to rather straitened 
circumstances,

The Gazette contnins the draft of 
an ordinance to provide for the 
registration and inspection of nursiny: 
homes and maternity homes and fer 
purposes connected therewith. 
The object of this Bill is te pro 
for the Registration of Nur: 
Homes and Maternity Homes, on 
lines generally of the Nursing Homes 
Registration Act, 1927, but maternity 
homes are defined separately and not 
included in the definition of “nursiin: 
home.” Legislation on these lines Is 
desired by the Director of Medical 
and Santtary Services, the Nurstny 
Board, and the Midwives Board. 


MIDWIVES’ FEES 


The draft of an Ordinance 
amend further the Midwives 
dinanee, 1010, Is also published. 

It Is explained that qualified nurses 
desiring to be or to remain register-
